Ford to Invest $11 bn and Have 40 Hybrid 
and Fully Electric Vehicles by 2022 

Ford Motor Co will significantly increase its 
planned investments in electric vehicles to 
$11 bn by 2022 and have 40 hybrid and 
fully electric vehicles in its model line-up, 
the company’s chairman, Bill Ford , said on 
Sunday at the Detroit auto show. 

The investment figure is sharply higher than a previously announced target of 
$4.5bn by 2020, Ford executives said, and includes the costs of developing 
dedicated electric vehicle architectures. 

Ford’s engineering, research and development expenses for 2016, the last full year 
available, were $7.3bn, up from $6.7bn in 2015.

Compared with other bus system’s in North 
America, New York City’s is gigantic. It daily 
■serves over two million passengers across all 
five boroughs with 5,700 buses, 330 routes, 
and 16,000 stops, and it operates in a 
uniquely hostile environment of stop-and-go traffic. The average NYC bus travels 
only 7.4 miles per hour—one of the slowest bus speeds in the US. 

So if New York City can adopt all-electric buses, any place can. Last week the city 
began a three-year pilot with 10 buses from bus makers Proterra and New Flyer. If 
the buses prove themselves in the initial phase, the Metropolitan Transportation 
Authority plans to purchase 60 more.

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Government Contractor Monitoring Enbridge’s Atlantic 
Bridge Gas Project Works Extensively for the Company 

Early last year, the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission (FERC) approved 
the project, which aims to upgrade 
Enbridge’s natural gas capacity in the 
Northeast U.S. The Atlantic Bridge project 
was originally initiated by Spectra Energy, 
which was purchased by Enbridge 
last February. 

As DeSmog previously reported , FERC hired Environmental Resource Management 
(ERM), a multinational environmental consulting firm that works extensively with the 
oil and gas industry, to oversee construction compliance of the project despite 
knowing ERM had a business relationship with Enbridge. Since ERM served 
as FERC’s third-party contractor for the environmental review process during the 
project’s application phase, Enbridge asked FERC to continue using the contractor.
